A CHIEF INTERPRETER'S DEBTS 
LOANS FROM USURERS 


Public Examination Of Mr. 


J. V. Dodd 


“BORROWED AFTER SPECULATION EXCHANGE ” 


How, beginning with comparatively small transactions in ex- 
change, Mr..John Valentine Dodd, until recently Chief Interpreter 
in the Supreme Court, borrowed money from usurers until, at the age 
of 56, he appeared in the Bankruptcy Court, was related to-day by 
the debtor himself when the public examination was held and closed 
before his Honour the Chief Justice (Sir Henry Gollan, C.B.E.). 


The Official Receiver (Mr. E. 


L. Agassiz), who conducted the 


examination, appeared to be surprised when Mr. Dodd declared that 
an aunt in England had promised him £500 on her death. 

Debtor's liabilities showed a total of $24,000. His assets, when 
he filed his own petition, were stated to be $250. 


HEAVY INTEREST 


AT 10 PER CENT. 


_In the witness box, in reply to 
My. Agassiz, Mr. Dodd said that 
he was 56 years of age and lived 
at present in Kowloon City. The 
yent per month of his home was 

- $16. He was born in, Hong. Kong 
and had spent, the greater part of 
his life there. 

He had no other assets ‘besides 
his present salary, no property in 
Hong Kong. and no property in 
the Colony. either in the name of 
his wife or any of his children. 

A Possible Legacy 

When the Official Receiver ask- 
ed about assets which might pos- 
sibly accrue in the. future, Mr. 
Dodd said that he had an aunt 
still living in England, who had 
said that she would give him £500 
when she died, 

In answer to a further question, 
Mr. Dodd declared that he under- 
stood that if this‘sum was forth- 
eoming it was payable ‘to. the; 
trustee in bankruptcy, to whom he 
would pay it. At different times, 
debtor said, he had worked in 
Hong Kong, Shanghai, and Canton 
and. on oeeasion, had been in 
business on his own. In 1897. he 
wag in the import and export line 
in Shanghai. The firm failed and 
he made a composition of. 70 per 
eent. with the creditors. 

Pe Premium Bonds Agent 

From 1898 to 1904, 
was in business in Can-; 
ton, as eommission agent. 
import and export merchant. 
_and agent for steamers and 
launches, In 1904, when he discon- 
tinued. there were no outstanding 
liabilities. After that he was en- 
gaged as a canvasser in Canton for 
the Lion Life Insurance Co., of 
Tientsin. He was also appointed 
as the first agent in Canton for the 
sale of premium bonds of the In- 
ternational Savings Society of 
Shanghaj. Then, in 1913, he was 
‘employed by Messrs. Gerin, Drevard 
& Co., of Canton, as accountant and 
fire insurance clerk. and remain- 
ed in this pres until 1918. 

A “Great Loss” 

In June, 1918. he returned to 
Hone Kong. The Taikoo Dockyard 
and Engineering Co., of Hong Kong, 

” Ltd. emploved him as timber clerk 
at a monthly salary of $180. His 
remuneration was’ increased — to 
$825 and. subsequently. he had ac- 
cumulated about $2,000 in sav- 
ings. . 

“T speculated in exchange,” said 
Mr. Dodd, “‘and suffered great loss.” 

When the Official Receiver asked 
Mr. Dodd what he meant by a 
“great: loss,” Mr. Dodd explained 
that he lost his initial gains ‘of. 
about 2.000, his savings,.and a fur- 
ther $2,000 or $3,000, which he bor- 
agaree to meet his liabilities to 
Chinese banks... |.

The text of the British Extral- 
ity Note .was delivered to Nan-

It runs as follows:— 

His Excellency Dr. C. T. Wang. 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
Nanking. 

Sir. I have the honour, to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your 
note of April 27 in which you in- 
form me of the desire of the 


National Government of the Chin- | 


ese Republic that the restrictions 
imposed on the jurisdictional 
sovereignty of China by the sys- 
tem of extrality now in force 
should be removed at the earliest 
possible date, with a view to the 
assumption of jurisdiction” by 
China over all nationals. in her 
own domain. 

“T have communicated the con- 
tents of your letter to: my Govern- 
ment, and I am now instructed to 
transmit to you a reply in the fol- 
lowing sense.” 

“Animated by the friendly feel- 
ings which they have always en- 
tertained towards the Government 
and people of China His Majesty's 
Government kas given their sym- 
pathetic consideration to the re- 
quest of the Chinese Government 
‘relating to the abolition of extra- 
territorial jurisdiction in China. 

“The high importance of this 


; subject in-its bearing both on the 


political. development of China, 
and the {future relations, between 
China and Great Britain, appears 
to demand that it should be clese- 
ly examined from every aspect. 

“In particular, a just apprecia- 
tion of the reasons for which, 
and the manner in which the pre-

iINEER SUGGESTS NEW. 
HOTEL FOR PENANG 


Evidence of the increasing popu- 
larity of the Penang Ifill Raiiway, 
says the “Straits Echo,” is furnished 
hy the annual report for last year 
issued by Mr. Thomas Rogers, the En- 
gineer and Manager, who states that, 
whereas ticket passengers have de- 
creased from 87,784 to 80,602, the num- 
ber of eancession and season ticket 
passengers has increased ‘from 68,892 
to 82,477. 

“This means,” he explains, “that we 
are actually carrying mary more pas- 
sengers but at a cheaper rate amount- 
ing to half the normal rate for conces- 
sion tickets and much less for season 
tickets. It is very satisfactory, there- 
fore, to be able to record a profit of 
$3,554.” ; 

Several new bungalows were com- 
pleled on the Hill during the ycar, the 
report states, and a new road was apen- 
od just above the old Moniot Road at 
a level of 20,000 feet. This has been 
named the Viaduet Road and it aetual- 
ly passes under one of the main via- 
ducts of the Railway through one of its 
arches. A number of sites have been 
let on this road and work has already 
commenced by clearing and cuttivg in 
preparation for building.’ Twenty-two 
sites have already been Ict at this ‘evel. 

Claremont Station 7 
_In order to deat with Lhis develop- 
ment a new station bas been built. 
This:statian is a counterpart ta the 
Claremont Station and it will be iitted 
with a roof early in the new year to 
give protection to passengers. 

Claremont ‘Station will need rebuild- 
ing, states. Mr. Rogers, in the near 
future as it was arranged mainly for 
dealing with goods from the old line 
before the cranes were installed at the 
different stations and is not suitable 
for landing passengers. 

The Craz Hotel bungalows had all 
been rebuilt, and has been full through- 
out the year, 

“Most people staying at this hotel 
complain of the distance from the 
Railway,” declares Mr. Rogers, “and 
it is hoped. that some sleps will be 
taken in the near future to build a 
hotel on the Gunn Hill site which 
would be a great attraction to visitors, 
whereas, at present, tourists travelling 
up the Hill have no place to go, and 
this traffic has undoubtedly fallen to a 
large extent through this reason.” 

Maintenance had been par-icularly 
heavy as, in addition to the general 
work, special renewals had to be car- 
ried out on the cars and in both en 
gine rooms. ~ 

The new arrangement for car light- 
ing fitted’ an both sections in 1927 
proved very satisfactory. 

Signalling and telephone instru- 
ments gave very Hittle trouble while » 
new system of signals was connected to 
Claremont and Viaduct Road Stations 
to avoid delay by the use of the line 
telephone. 

Telephones will be fitted at these two 
stations this year. 

Revenue 

The revenue from passengers, goods 
and miscellaneous receipts was $83,105 
as against $85,475 for the previous 
year, showing an increase of 4.2 per 
cent, This was satisfactory in view 
of the fact that the number of conces- 
sign and season tickets sold has increas- 
ed during the year from 764 to 951 
Jst. class, and from 1,741 to 2,055 third 
class, 

The total reduction in revenue due 
io the sale of concession and season 
tickets amounted to $25,600 and for 
1928 only the reduction on these tickets 
amounted to $4,126. 

“In view of the exceptionally heavy 
special maintenance, amounting to 
practically $10,000, and the expendi- 
ture of over $12,000 on the erection of 


1a new station and the extension of the 


flume at the Lower Station a profit of 
$3,554 is considered very satisfactory. 

“Bette? results should be obtained 
during’ 1929 as the maintenance during 
this year should be much Jess owing 
to the larre amount of renewals car- 
ried out during 1928. .

When, in any particular -case, the 
-choice bétween pulverised fuel. and 
stoker firing has been determined in 
favour of ‘the former, there remains 
the further question, which of the 
two main systems . of coal. prepara- 
tion should be used. The central, or 
bin-and-feeder system, in which, as 
is well-known, the coal is stered in 
pulverised form, has the advantage 
of flexibility, and’ is specially” adapt- 
able to large boilers. On the other 
hand, the unit system, in which the 
coal after pulverisation is delivered 
straight to the burners, is simple and 
cheap, since driers, bunkers, storage 
bins and other equipment are un- 
necessary. The actual cost of. pul- 
yerisation may, however, be higher. 
As is frequently the case it is, there- 
fore, difficult to draw a strict line of 
demarcation between the two methods 

ome boilers, whose output is 
moderatéty high, if not excessively 
large, have recently been equipped 
un the latter system. An interest- 
ing example of such an installation 
is that which has been erected by 
Simon-Carves, Limited, of 
Mancheste?, in the power station of 
the Wallgsey Borough Council. This 
consists of two 50,000-Ib. boilers 
equipped with pulverised fuel firing 
on the unit system. These boilers 
form part of the latest extensions to 
the plant, the remainder consisting 
of a 12,500-k.w. :English Electric 
turbo-alternator with the usual auxi- 
liary apparatus. 

Firing the Boilers 

The coal for firing these boilers is 
detivered to two self-trimming bunk- 
ers by an extension of the. bucket 
convegor, which feeds the original 
boilers; each bunker has a capacity 
af 150 tons. From these bunkers, 
which are constructed of 5/16-in. 
steel plate and angles, the coal falls 
by gravity through a rack-operated 
damper on to a 10-4 Avery auto- 
matic coal weigher, and thence into 
a small hopper, which diverts the 
coal through three chutes into one 
of the unit type pulverisers, three of 
which are necessaty to supply the 
Each 
pulveriser is of the horizontal swing- 
ing hammer, type. The coal enters 
through a hopper, which is fixed on 
top of the. unit and then descends on 
to a revolving distributing table, 
which is driven from the main shaft 
through a belt and worm gearing’ at 
a speed of 7.65 rpm. As the table 
rotates the coal, which is carried 
round with it, is serapped off by an 
adiustable plough. The regulation 
of the coal supply, which, of course 
depends on the boiler load, is effect- 
ed either by raising or lowering a 
sleeve on the central tube, thus giv- 
ing a coarse adjustment, or by ad- 
vancing or withdrawing the plough, 
which gives finer regulation. On 
Jeaviny the table, the coal falls 
through a chute, in which a mag- 
netic separator is fixed, into the pul- 
veriser proper, where it is brokea 
up by four sets of eight beaters run- 
ning at a constant speed of 1,450 

m. 

Freedom for Expansion 

As regards construction, the boil- 
ers. combustion chamber, economiser 
and superheater are all supported on. 
a steel girder framework, whieh, in 
turn, is carried on steel columns 
from the foundations, independently 
of the building. The steam drums 
gre supported on the main girders, 
which span the tops of these columns, 
but the. water drums are borne by 
the tubes only, so that freedom for 
expansion is ensured, The mud drum 
is carried by the lower members of 
the steel structure. The entering 
feed water is conveyed from the 
main steam drums to the mud drum 
by large diameter steel downpipes, 
while rising mains take it from the 
latter to the bottom headers in the 
water-cooled walls of the combustion 
chamber. The top headers in the 
side walls are also eonnected to the 
sieam drums by external rising 
mains, 

Low Coal Consumption 

The Wallasey station has acquired 
an excellent reputation for low coal 
consumption and high thermal effi- 
ciency. Whereas in 1922 the fuel 
consumption was 8.3 lb. per kw.-hour 
generated, this fell to 213 Ib. in 
7927-28, and at the same time the 
thermal! efficiency reached 16.21 per 
eent. In September, 1928, the con- 
sumption fell to.1.97 lb. In the same 
period the fuel ecst has decreased 
from ©.88d. to 0.17d. The load fac- 
tor is 30.58 per cent, owing tc the 
presence of a satisfactorily high day 
load.. Though formal tests have mot 
yet been made on the new boilers, 
it js likely that these results will be 
favourably affected by their use. An 
estimated efficiency of about 83 per 
cent, on the gross calorific value has 
been obtained on more than one 
weekly run,'and the CO2 content in 
the fiue gases is consistently main- 
tained in the neighbourhood of 15 
-per cent, The new plant will also 
enable a higher steam pressure to be 
used, while it will be’ possible to 
utilise lower grade fuel. The influ- 
ence of these factors, -both on the 
efficiency and the costs should be 
evident at no distant date—Engineer- 
ing: ~ :

Mr. Justice Roche delivered judg- 
ment in the King’s Bench Division, 
London, in an action brought by ‘the 
Portsmouth Steamship Co. Ltd, 
Cardiff, claiming £2,747 from. the 
Liverpool and Glasgow Salvage Asso- 
ciation for damage to their steamer 
“Tilleroft,” while she was employed in 
1925 by the Salvage Association in 
salving the cargo of the steamer “West 
Hesseltine,” which went ashore at 
Maio Island, off Cape Verde. 

The Judge said the charter-party con- 
tained a clause that the captain would 
carry out the charterers’ instructions, 
and they would indemnify the ship 
owners against any consequences or 
Hebilities that arose from his 
following their instructions. . The 
“Hilleroft’s” underwriters had paid in 
respect of damages caused by ground- 
ing and ecllision, and the damage in 
the present ease was caused by palm oi] 
leaking from barrels and by fuel oit 
which had been loaded in the forepeak. 
He found that the damage by palm oit 
was not due to any negligence of the 
captain, but was due to weakness of 
the barrels. 

As to a clair for damage by barrels 
and mahogany logs during loading, he 
found that the claim was exaggerated. 
and that in it was ineluded items 
found during the survey for which the 
vessel was overdue. Ee further found 
that there was nothing wrong in put- 
ting the fuel oif in the forepeak tank, 
and leakage was due to a pipe fractur- 
ed by a marine casualty. 

Judgment would be entered for the 
plaintiffs. He could not say for what 
amount, as it had been arranged that 
Hiability being found, the amount of 
the damage would be agreed between 
the parties, The plaintiffs had urged 
that the defendants had-a duty not to 
load dangerous cargo without warn- 
ing, but he preferred to base his judg- 
ment, as he did, on the terms of the 
charter-party.

CONTRACT’ ‘OBTAINED BY DURESS 


Fuigarsat in full, . with costs, for 
the defendant was rendered by. Judge 
Milton D. Purdy in the U.S. Court 
for China on August 21 in-the ac- 
tion of Hert. Ic. Joljdan, plaintiff, v. 
the Yangtsze Rapids Steamship Co., 
Fed. Inc, U.S.A, seeking to recover 
Tis. 15,000 for alleged breach of con- 
tract. A counter-claim of the defen- 
dant for. Tls, 12,000 for damages re- 
sulting from plaintiff’s alleged 
wrongful acts was denied. 

Mr. W.°S. Fleming Hppeared for 
the defendant and Mr..C. . Holcomb 
for the plaintiff, 

‘The facts of the ease as ‘stated in 
the judgiient set out that the defen- 
dant was an American corporation 
duly organised under the laws of the 
United States and the owner of, and 
engaged in the operation of, a line 
of steamships Mying upon the upper 
Yangtsze River’ between Ichang and 
Chungking and that during -March, 
1929, and for a long time prior 
thereto the plaintiff was employed by 
the defendant at a salary of Mex. 
$800 per month as master of the 
plainti fs steamship “EI-Ling.” That: 

civil war which 
China in 1927 and the 
consequent dangerous condition inci- 
dent to the navigation of steam- 
vessels between Ichaong and Chung- 
king the defendant had Voluntarily 
paid suhstatitial bonuses to the mas- 
ters of its vessels which amounted to 
Mex. $500 for each round trip and 
that under such arrangement the 
plaintiff was in the habit of receiv- 
ing, in addition to his salary, from 
Mex. 31,000 to Mex. $1,500 per 
month by way of such bonus allow- 
ances, 3 & 
The Bonuses Stopped 

That on or about Mareh 20, 1929) 
when the plaintiif returned with his 
vessel to Ichang, plaintiff was 
notified by the defendant that the 
bonus - arrangement would be discon- 
tinued and Lhat a different arrange- 
ment with respect to compensation 
of the masters would be a matter of 
future adjustment - between the 
parties concerned. That on March 
22. the plaintiff. in conjunction with 
five other masters.of ‘vessels owned 
by the defendant notified the defen- 
dant’s agent at Ichang in writing 
that the wlaintiff and the five ether 
masters would not navigate their 
vessels above Ichang unless the bonus 
arrangement was adhered to and 
that or March 23 the defendant’s 
agent notificd the six masters con- 
cerned that any master who should 
refuse ta take out his vessel on a 
trip to: CHungking when so ordered 
would be discharged. 

Further that on the same day the 
plaintiff und the five other masters 
notified the defendant that owing to 
the cancellation of the bonus arrange- 
nient with no substitute agreement 
they refused to take their vessels 
above Ichang, and that later on the 
same day the six masters were dis- 
eharged by letter from the defendant. 
A joint letter was subsequently 
sent to the defendant’s agent to the 
effect that the masters believed they 
were’ discharged peremptorily | and 
that such discharge was unwarrant- 
ed, and that they demanded payment 
at once of all earned wages, first 
class transportation te Shanghai, 
three months wages over and above 
the date of their arrival in Shanghai, 
and a potential bonus calculated on 
their past earnings and they request- 
ed that the management assign com- 
petent, qualificd American masters to 
reFey2 them. 

On March 24 the defendant's agent 
notified the plaintiff that Capt. C. J. 
Fieker:zent, a Czecho-Slovakian citi- 
over the ss. “I-Ling” 
-the plaintiff intimated 
he would refuse to acknowledge 
unless his financial denfands were 
met und the erews were paid off. 
Ti's action was further agreed to by 
the five other masters. 

The Judgment 

In his judgment Judge Purdy found 
that the plaintiff was not entitled, 
under his contract of employment, to 
receive transportation to Shanghai or 
in any amount after his arrival in 
Shanghai, and that he was not en- 
titled te a bons after the same had 
been discontinued. Nor was he en- 
titled to refuse the surrender of his 
command, until some American mas- 
ter should be appointed. - 

Further that the plaintiff and the 
five other masters of the defendant’s 
vessels were engaged in a con- 
spiracy to hold possession of the 
steamships of which they were in 
command until the various demands: 
mada by the plaintiff and his asso- 
ciates had been complied -with by the 
defendant, and that by reason of the 
refusal to relinquish command after 
having been discharged as master, 
the plaintiff caused ‘a loss to the de- 
fendant of approximately Tis. 1,000 
per day. And that because of. the 
distance between Ichang and the U.S. 
Court in Shanghai the defendant was 
unable to resort to legal. proceedings 
to obtain possession of its property | 
which -lnpse of time, might have re- 
sulted in great delay and irreparable 
loss and damage to-.the. company 
while the vessels. were. under’ the con- 
trol of the plaintiff and his. associate 
masters. 

That being confronted with sich a 
situation the ‘agent of the defendant 
telegraphed to Shanghai for instrue- 
tions and was told to-make such ar- 
rangements as he thought best and 
that he entered into the agreement 
for breach of which this action was 
instituted.

Judge Purdy found further that

INTERN ATION, iAL. CONFERENCE 
* DESIRABLE 


BRITISH REGULATIONS 
There are signs that the Load Line |- 
Committee ‘is. at last comirig to the 
end of its investigation into the effect 
of the Tables of Freeboard now in 
operation in Britain and of simi- 


Jar rules in foree abrond. Since the. 
close of the (nternational Conference 
on Safety of Life at Sea, when discus- 
sions tock place between the committee 
and eertain foreign representatives to 
that conference interested in the sub- 
Ject, no further: witnesses have been 
examined, and “it is generally .under- 
stood in shipping circles that the com- 
mittee is now engaged in preparing its 
report.‘ 
The American Law 

From information received some two 
or three months ago, “The Journal of 
Commerce” anticipated that this would 
be-the case, and it would certainly he 
most opportune for the report to be 
available for the consideration of far. 
eign: authorities during the next few 
months. The American law respecting 
the- compulsory marking of lead lines 
on United States ships comes into oper- 
ation in September, 1930, and the pre: 
jparation of thé necessary rules for 
assigning load lines is being actively 
pursued in the United States at the 
present time. It is obvious that the 
report of the British Committee will be 
a valugble document to those engaged 
in preparing these rules, andthe 
sooner they are in possession of it the 
more helpfyl it will be to them, 

Presumably our new Government 
will’ be as eager as the late Govern- 
ment to obtain international agreement 
on this important subject—a measure 
so desirable that shipowners have for 
years pressed its importance not only 
un our-own Board of Trade, but also 
upon the attention of foreign maritime 
authorities. It is all the more import- 
ant to-day because of the variations 
in practice which exist with regard to 
the loading drafts of timber-laden 
vessels and of oi! tankers. 

It may be said. that international 
agreement with regard to the loading 
drafts of ordinary cargo vessels js al- 
ready in existence in prineiple, and, as 
a matter of fact, they are regulated 
on the basis of the British regulations. 
if, therefore, the report of the Load 
Line Committee . deals convincingly 
with these outstanding variations in 
practice, a great step will be taken to- 
wards. universal agreement.. It must 
also not be forgotten that the suecess 


attained at the International Confer- | 
enee on Safety of Life at Sea has creat- : 
eda suitable atmosphere for further 


agreement on maritime affairs, arid is 


jsurely a good augury for success with 


regard to load lines, 
Two Years Work : 
The subject is full of highly techni- 
eal questions needing careful and pro- 
longed éonsid¢ration. The measure of 
the difficulty of these questions is, per- 
haps, to be found in the length of 


time already taken by the Load Line | 


Committee over their inquiry. They 
have been at work for over two years; 
and it is clear that the various for- 
eign authorities will need some months 
to consider any proposals put forward 
in the committee’s report when it is 
published. This means that if, as is de- 


sirable, an international conference is | 


to be convened onthe Lead Line, it 
would not be possible for such a gather- 
ing to assemble-this year. It is to be 
hoped, however, in the general interest, 
that an international conference will be 
held, and that it will be convened as 
early as possible next year.

HONG KONG “CO-OPERATION : 


For some tim: past- it has been 
“known that many passports with 
and seals of the 
issioner’s Office were in 
circulation in Hong ‘Kong and else. 
where, says the “Canton Gazctis.” 
Upon learning of the direumstanees, 
Mr. Tao Li-chien, Commissioner for 
Foreign Affairs, kept the matter very 
quiet, but at the same time set forth 
with the work of unearthing the mis- 
chief of the forgers. Some time last 
week the Foreien Office obtained a 
copy of the forged passports in ques- 
ion, 
Mr. Tao immediately sent his. secra- 
Cheng Lin to Hong Kong 
to bring the matter to the attention 


of .the: Secretary for Chinese. Affairs, | 


the Hon, Mr. R. A. C. North, who 
represents the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment in permitting Chinese emigrants 
to go to and’ from the Colony, Mr. 
Cheng pointed out to the Hong Kong 
official the difference between the 
genuine signatures of Mr, Tao, scats 
of the QOifice, and those which’ are 
forged. ° : 

Thanks to the ¢o-opcration of Mr.

HONG KONG TIDE 


The tide-table given below has 
been obtained by aid of the Tide-pre- 
dicting Machine, which includes 40 
components for the better prediction 
of tides, from the result of the 
analysis of the tidal observations, 
taken at.the Kowloon tidal observa- 
tory under the direction 
Doberck during the years -1887, 1888 
and 1889. 

The times and heights are given 
for Kéwloon; but they may he used 
for the Victoria Naval Yard and 
Aberdeen, the differences being very 
small, 

The times of high and low-water 
must not be considered to coincide 
with the times of slack-water and 
change of current, the two phenomena 
being quite distinct.

TAILOR'S TOUT 


APPEARS ON MANSLAUGHTER 
CHARGE . 
QUARREL OVER COMMISSION? 

Evidence was this morning heard 
by Mr.-E. W. Hamilton in the case 
in which a tailor's tout named Ng 
Lung, alias Ah Kwai, is’ . charged 
with the manslaughter “ of another 
tout named Leing Yiu, alias Charlie 
Leung (35). : 

Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General, prosecuted. 
He said that both accused and the 
victim were touts fer the Kwong 
Chung Wing tailor shop of No. 20, 
Jervois-street. The victim took a 
man to the shop whilst a few days 
later aceutsed took the .same man 
there. There was trouble on the 
question as to who. should get the 
commission. Both met in the shop,- 
and in the course - of a quarrel 
accused, he alleged, struck a blow 
which was not calculated to do 
serious injury. The struggle was 
continued in the street. The master 
parted the two and they returned to 
‘the shop. The victim suddenly fell 
forward, touched a sewing machine’ 
with his hands and then fell on the 
floor. He lay there for a while, 
accused suggesting that he was 
shamming. Then he picked the man 
up and saw some blood coming from 
the back of his head. He waa dead! 
Dr. Cannon’s evidence would be 
that death was due to concussion. 
The point was that although the 
blow was illegal, it was not 
maliciously delivered and therefore 
accused was not charged with 
murder but manslaughter. 

After medical evidence by Dr. 
Cannon: and a witness from.the 
tailor’s zhop, the case was adjourned 
until Monday morning. :

(Continued from Page 1.) 

The object of the first Treaties 
was to secure recognition by China 
of Great Britain’s equality with 
herself, and to define and regulate 
the extra-territorial status of Bri- 
tish subjects. 

“Relations between the two coun- 
tries having thus been placed on 
a footing of equality, and mutual 
respect, Great Britain was content 
that her, nationals should continue 
to bear those responsibilities and 
to labour under those disabilities 
which the respect for the eovereign- 
ty of China entailed upon them. - 

“Conditions did not permit the 
general opening of the interior of 
China, and the residence of foreign- 
ers has consequently continued down 
to the present day, to be restricted 
to a limited number of cities, known 
as Treaty Ports. 

“His Majesty's Government  re- 
cognisa the defects and inconveni- 
ences of the system of consular 
jurisdiction to which the Govern- 
ment of China have on various oc- 
casions drawn attention. In 1902 
in Article 12 of the Treaty of Com- 
mence between Great Britain and 
China, signed in that year, His 
Majesty's Government stated their 
readiness to relinquish their extra- 
territorial rights when: they’ were 
satisfied that the state of Chinese 
laws, the arrangements for their 
administration, and other cousidera- 
tions, warranted them in so doing. 
They have since watched with ap- 
preeiation the progress which China 
has made in the assimilation of 
Western legal principles, to which 
reference is made in your Note 
under reply, and they have observed 
with deep interest the facts set out, 
and the recommendations made fn 
the Report of the Commission on 
Extrality in the year 1926. 

_More recently, in the declaration 
which they published in December, 
1926, and the proposals which they 


made to the Chinese authorities in| 


‘January, 1927, His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment have given concrete evid- 
ence of their desire - to meet in a 
spirit of friendship and sympathy 
the legitimate aspirations of the 
Chinese people. They have already 
travelled some distance along: the 
road marked out in those documents, 


and they. are willing to examine in| 


collaboration -with» the Chinese 
Government the whole problem of 
éxtra-territorial juvisdiction, with a 
view to ascertaining what: further 
steps In.the same direction it may” 
be possible. to take “at the present 
time.

The total number of reports against 
them was 121 as against 119 in 1927. 
There* “were 5 reports © for being 
drunk’ or under the influence of 
drink, as against 14 in 1927. There 
were 25 reports for neglect of duty 
as against 24 in 1927; for miscon- 
duct there were 11 reports. The 
conduct of the Indian Contingent 
was fair. There were 1,189 reports 
as against 779 for the preceding 
year.

No Drunkenness 

The behaviour of the Chinese 
Contingent (Cantonese) was fair.

For drunkenness 
there was none as against 5 in 
1927. For neglect of duty there 
were 219 and for misconduct there 
were 297.

Decrease of Malaria 

Malaria in the N.T.N. continues 
to decrease. There is a well mark- 
ed difference between the total num- 
ber of eases for both years 883— 
193140. Every station with the 
exception of Lok Ma. Chau and Ta 
Ku Ling shows this improvement, 
Ping Shan and Tai Po being the 
best. This was probably due to 
the small amount of rain which fell 
during the year, thus leaving little 
water for the breeding of the 
mosquitoes. The figures for sick- 
ness through other causes remain 
much the same. 

Accidents 

Motor traffic in N.T.N. was re- 
sponsible for 33 accidents—one fatal 
and 82 minor. -The figures for 
1927 were one and 23 respectively. 

There were eight fatal accidents 
through other causes. Three deaths 
were due to accidents on the rail- 
way, three to drowning, and the 
other tio to shooting with fire- 
arms. 

There were eight fires in 1928, 
compared with thrée in 1927. Only 
two of these fires were of serious 
nature, ie. the dé&truction of an 
unnumbered fishing boat at Sha 
Kong Mei, Ping Shan, involving a 
loss of $900.00. In the other a4 
Chinese female named Tsui Kam, 55 
years, widow, a native of Wai Chau, 
was burned to death in her‘matshed 
at Tai Ling, Sheung Shui District. 

Frontier incidents have been re- 
ported weekly throughout the year. 
The Frontier has been very quiet 
and nothing serious has happened. 
The situation in general across the 
border shows a marked improve- 
ment on 1927. 

Private Watchmen 

The number of men who regis- 
tered as private Watchmen during 
the year was 568. The number. of 
men who resigned during the year 
was 65. -Since the advent of the 
New Watchmen Ordinance, nem- 
ber of men have: been proceeded 
against the said Ordinance. This 
action has had- good results. 

Street Boys’ Club 

The membership of the Club is 
29, of whom 23 boys were in ‘the 
Club. in January, 1928.

Type for type, the 
little car was more extravagant 
than the other: [ daresay | its 
petrol consumption was not much 
more than half that of the big 
one, but, if only the novice would 
realise it, petrol consumption is 
one of-the least important items 
on the modern car's books. 
ther, every part of that small car 
was undergoing twice as heavy a 
“strain as those in the big one, and 
therefore working twice as hard 
in half the time. It was shorten- 
ing its life twice as quickly—that 
is what it amounts to. 

Given that the. various maxi- 
mum speeds are only- reached on 
very rare occasions, that the 
cruising speed is from 25 to 30 
per cent. lower, that the brakes 
are sparingly used, and that the 
makers’. upkeep instructions are 
faithfully obeyed—generously so 
in the case of oil—the cost of 
running modern cars 10,000 miles 
should be approximately as 
follows :— 

7 to 10-h.p. featherweight 

or 4-seater 
12 to 16-h.p. family . 

16 to 25-h.p. do. 

This is calculated on a gener- 
ous basis on a series of results 
obtained in practice, and, of 
course, does not include insurance 
or tax or garaging, but it does in- 
clude four new covers and two new 
tubes. - Thé- first year’s costs will 
be less by the price of these, 
which is one argument in favour 
of buying a new car every year. 

A False Economy 

A 7-10 hyp. car should average 
about thirty-five miles to the gal- 
lon of petrol, three - decarbonisa- 
tions per 10,000 miles, about a 
gallon of gear-oil far the same 
distance, and say £5 for unlook- 
'ed-for failures, such as plugs, 
lamp-bulbs, small breakages, 
‘ losses, and repairs. No car, whe- 
ther it has 7 or 70 horse-power, 
should be allowed to run for more 
than 1,000 miles without having 
the basehamber drained and new 
oil supplied. This is added to the 
eost of consumption week by 
j week. A ear that uses a gallon 
for every 1,000 miles really re- 
quires that in addition to a sump- 
ful. There is no worse vice than 
cil-saving. It can be a very, ex- 
pensive economy, 

It is not wholly the fault of the 
inexperienced owner that he con- 
tinues to run his unfortunate en- 
gine on the black waste which, at 
the end of 1.000 miles’ hard work, 
represents the oil essential to effi- 
ciency and safety. Makers con- 
tinue to make the business of 
sump-emptying and filter-cleaning 
the most arduous and disgusting 
of any maintenance job. Perhaps 
they think it pays to compel the 
owner to crawl under the car in 
order te unscrew a plug and dis- 
‘Mantle a filter, with a usually 
fragile washer. Let one who has 
crawled undef quite a number of 
cars of allsorts assure them if 
it does, it will not do so for long. 
Engine-speeds are increasing 
every year, and the impottance of 
being able easily, quickly, 
eomfortably, to make sure that 
they are getting real lubricant at 
all times, is being, borne in upon 
the most careless driver. The re-

CHINESE DELEGATE’S SPEECH 


Geneva, Yesterday. 

In the debate . at the assembly 
‘on the report of »the League’s 
| work. Dr. C..C. Wu, first Chinese 
delegate, said that China was 2 
jMost powerful and peace-loving 
vation, and would cordially - co- 
operate in the work of disarma- 
ment. 

He paid a warm tribute te Mr. 
MacDonald’s speech, and asked 
why clause 19. of the Covenant 
(providing that revision of 
Treaties is no longer applicable) 
was not applied. 

Speaking of disarmament, he 
;said that China has learned. in 
the past that a peaceful nation 
which ‘did not protect itself 
| against aggression did not get 
{ peace. but invited further aggres- 
sion. 

Dr. Wu’s speech was cheered. 

With reference to a report that 
Sino-Russian negotiations were 
probably being transferred. to 
Geneva, the Chinese delegation, 
' interviewed by Reuter, “know ab- 
‘solutely nothing. on the subject 
and regard the report as most im- 
probable. The same view was ex- 
pressed by a representative of the

sian semi-official agent in Geneva. 

-Dr. C. ©. Wu referring to. the 
Sino-Russian conflict. declared that 
although China claimed she was, 
jnot responsible for the dispute, 
she prepared to use : all means 
which the Kellogg Pact provided
